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MIDWEST  LIVESTOCK  REVIEW 

and 
RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


Price  trends  on  slaughter  steers  and 
heifers  were  rather  uneven  at  midwest  termi- 
nals. At  Chicago,  Prime  steers  sold  steady 
to  50£  lower  while  other  steers  closed  steady- 
to  50<fr  higher.  Sales  on  fed  steers  at  other 
midwest  centers  were  generally  steady  to  50£ 
higher  with  most  advance  on  Choice  and  Prime 
offerings.  Combined  hog  receipts  at  the  12 
markets  and  in  the  Interior  Iowa-So.  Minne- 
sota direct  buying  area  were  reduced  about 
17^  from  the  previous  week  due  to  the  holi- 
day but  were  11$  above  the  Thanksgiving  week 
a  year  ago.  Prices  on  barrows  and  gilts  were 
steady  to  25^  higher  except  at  a  few  centers 
where  butchers  over  240#  sold  steady  to  25£ 
lower.  Slaughter  lambs  sold  steady  to  50^ 
higher  at  most  centers. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  The  Thanks- 
giving week*s  volume  of  salable  cattle  at 
the  12  markets  at  204,000  compares  to  250,000 
the  previous  week  and  194,000  for  the  holi- 
day week  last  year.  The  decrease  in  supplies 
from  the  week  previous  was  due  to  the  holiday 
and  reduced  marketings  of  stockers  and  feed- 
ers. The  number  of  slaughter  steers  sold 
out  of  first  hands  at  the  7  markets  totaled 
73,457  compared  to  76,440  the  previous  week 
and  70,142  a  year  ago.  Price  trends  on  fed 
steers  and  heifers  were  uneven.  At  Chicago, 
the  increased  volume  of  Prime  steers  sold 
steady  to  50£  lower  for  the  week  while  other 
grades  closed  steady  to  50^  higher.  Else- 
where in  the  midwest,  most  slaughter  steers 
sold  steady  to  50£  higher  with  the  greatest 
upturn  at  most  centers  on  Choice  and  Prime 
offerings.  Standard  and  Good  steers  sold 
steady  at  some  centers  and  steady  to  50£  low- 
er at  Kansas  City  and  St.  Joseph.  Trends  on 
fed  heifers  followed  about  the  same  pattern 
as  steer  prices  at  most  markets.  Slaughter 
cows  sold  steady  to  50^  higher,  instances 
$1.00  up;  bulls  steady  to  50<  lower  with  some 
sales  $1.50  off  at  Sioux  City  and  Kansas  City; 
vealers  steady  to  $1.50  lower. 

At  Chicago  a  few  loads  Prime  1150-1375# 
slaughter  steers  cashed  at  $28.75-29.00;  bulk 
high-Choice  and  Prime  $26.50-28.50;  Good  to 
average-Choice  $24.00-26.25.  Elsewhere, 
high-Choice  and  Prime  fed  steers  realized 
$26.00-27.00;  most  Choice  $24.50-26.00;  Good 
and  low-Choice  $22.50-24.50.  High-Choice  and 
mixed  Choice  and  Prime  heifers  at  Chicago 
brought  $25.25-26.00;  load  Prime  950#  $26.25; 
Good  and  Choice  $22.50-25.00.  At  other  mid- 
west centers,  Good  and  Choice  heifers  sold 
from  $21.00-24.50,  several  loads  high-Choice 
and  Prime  $24.60-25.00  and  a  few  reached 
$26.00  at  Kansas  City  and  St.  Louis  National 
Stock  Yards.  Utility  and  Commercial  cows  sold 


from  $12.50-16.00,  large  share  $13.00-15.50; 
bulk  Canners  and  Cutters  $10.00-13.00.  At 
St.  Louis  National  Stock  Yards,  Good  and  Choice 
vealers  brought  $26.00-30.00,  high-Choice  and 
Prime  $31.00-32.00;  Good  and  Choice  vealers 
at  So.  St.  Paul  $22.00-26.00  with  Prime  to 
$29.00. 

ST0CKER  AND  FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  - 
Diminishing  supplies  of  stockers  and  feeders 
coupled  with  the  shorter  market  week,  made  for 
a  substantially  reduced  movement  throughout 
the  area.  Demand  was  fairly  good  in  the 
northern  Corn  Belt  where  prices  were  steady 
to  strong,  instances  50^  higher.  However,  far- 
ther south,  particularly  in  the  southwest,  out- 
let was  only  fair  and  prices  were  steady  to 
50^  lower  with  sales  $1.00-2.00  off  at  Okla- 
homa City.  Choice  feeder  steers,  yearlings 
and  calves  were  relatively  scarce  except  for  a 
moderate  showing  of  Choice  stock  calves  at  Den- 
ver and  points  along  the  upper  Missouri  River. 

Good  and  Choice  feeder  steers  sold  from 
$19.50-25.25,  the  majority  $21.00-24.50;  Com- 
mon and  Medium  feeders  $15.00-20.00.  Good 
and  Choice  525-775#  yearling  steers  realized 
$21.00-26.50,  few  Choice  under  600#  to  $28.50 
at  Sioux  City,  but  otherwise  only  scattered 
loads  reached  $27.00;  Medium  and  Good  stockers 
$17.50-23.50.  A  small  showing  Good  and  Choice 
yearling  stocker  and  feeder  heifers  brought 
$20.00-24.00;  Medium  and  Good  $16.00-20.00. 
Good  and  Choice  stock  steer  calves  ranged 
from  $22.00-30.00,  a  liberal  share  $24.00  up 
and  at  Denver  and  several  points  along  the 
upper  Missouri  River  a  few  loads  Choice  and 
Fancy  stock  calves  cashed  at  $31.00-34.00. 
Bulk  Good  and  Choice  heifer  calves  brought 
$20.00-28.00.  Medium  and  Good  stock  cows  sold 
from  $11.00-18.00. 

HOGS  -  Receipts  for  the  week  at  the  12 
markets  and  in  the  Interior  Iowa-So.  Minnesota 
area  decreased  17  percent  from  the  previous 
week  due  to  the  holiday  but  were  11  percent 
above  the  same  week  last  year  which  also  in- 
cluded Thanksgiving.  Receipts  were  rather  un- 
evenly distributed  with  the  Interior  receipts 
on  Monday  at  130,000  head,  the  largest  for  any 
day  in  5  years  and  the  12  markets  had  their 
largest  run  of  the  week  on  Tuesday.  Price 
declines  on  barrows  and  gilts  Tuesday  were 
usually  more  than  offset  by  moderate  upturns 
Monday  and  Friday  and  late  sales  were  steady 
to  25 £  higher  for  the  week  at  most  points. 
The  least  advance  was  recorded  on  butchers 
240#  up  and  at  a  few  markets  these  weights  sold 
steady  to  25 £  lower.  Sows  sold  steady  to  25^ 
lower,  but  largely  steady. 

The  bulk  of  the  butcher  supply  was  made 
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up  of  mixed  U.  S.  No.  1-3  consignments  weigh- 
ing 190-260#.   Best  demand  was  for  uniform 
lots  of  butchers  under  240#.  Sows  comprised 
from  8-14  percent  of  total  supplies  at  var- 
ious markets  and  accounted  for  around  10 
percent  of  the  Interior  area  supply. 

At  midwest  markets  Friday,  mixed  U.  S. 
No.  1-3  190-250#  butchers  sold  from  $12.25- 
13.50,  largely  $12.50-13.00;  No.  1  and  2 
lots  brought  $12.75-13.25  at  Missouri  River 
terminals  and  up  to  $13.75  in  the  eastern 
Corn  Belt.  Mixed  U.  S.  1-3,  270-600#  sows 
realized  $8.75-11.25  with  the  majority  under 
400#  $10.00-11.25.  In  the  Interior  area, 
No.  1-3  20O-24O#  butchers  sold  from  $11.70- 
12.65,  moderate  supply  of  No.  1  and  2  selec- 
ted lots  $12.65-13.00  with  a  few  to  $13.25; 
mixed  D.  S.  1-3,  270-400#  sows  sold  from 
$10.00-11.50;  No.  2-3,  400-550#  mostly 
$8.75-10.00. 

Average  cut-out  value  advantage  of  U.  S. 
No.  1  over  No.  3,  live  basis  200-220#  bar- 
rows and  gilts  was  900  per  cwt.  based  on 
wholesale  carlot  prices  of  fresh  pork  cuts 
at  Chicago  November  23  to  November  27,  1959, 
inclusive . 

Feeder  pigs  at  Sioux  City  sold  25-500 
higher  with  most  Medium  and  Good  130-160# 
weights  at  $10.00.  At  So.  St.  Paul,  sales 
were  weak  to  500  lower  with  Good  and  Choice 
feeder  pigs  largely  $10.00,  few  $10.50.  Sales 
were  steady  at  Memphis,  Common  and  Medium 
60-120#  feeders  brought  $8.00-10.00. 

SHEEP  AND  LAMBS  -  Receipts  at  the  12 
markets  for  the  holiday  shortened  week  were 
about  the  same  as  in  the  previous  week  but 
9  percent  more  than  a  year  ago.  Prices  on 
slaughter  lambs  were  steady  to  500  higher  at 
most  markets.  However,  shorn  slaughter  lambs 
sold  steady  to  500  lower  at  several  centers. 
Slaughter  ewes  were  mostly  steady,  instances 
firm  to  50^  higher.  Limited  sales  of  slaugh- 
ter yearlings  were  about  steady.  Feeder 
lambs  sold  steady  to  weak  aside  from  the 
$1.50-2.00  decline  at  Ft.  Worth. 

Mostly  Choice  and  a  few  Choice  and  Prime 
85-113#  wooled  slaughter  lambs  sold  from 
$18.00-19.50,  bulk  $18.50-19.50,  and  some 
Choice  reached  $20.00  at  St.  Louis  National 
Stock  Yards.  A  consignment  of  Choice  and 
Prime  115#  lambs  sold  at  $17.50  at  So.  St. 
Paul.  Bulk  Good  and  Choice  75-120#  slaughter 
lambs  sold  from  $17.00-19.00;  Utility  and  Good 
$13.50-17.50.  Choice  and  a  few  Choice  and 
Prime  90-108#  shorn  slaughter  lambs  with  No. 
1  and  fall  shorn  pelts  sold  from  $17.75-18.50, 
some  Choice  93-105#  fall  shorn  $18.75-19.00 
at  St.  Louis  National  Stock  Yards.  Scattered 
lots  Utility  and  Good  100-109#  fall  shorn 
and  wooled  slaughter  yearlings  3old  from 
$13.00-16.00.  Cull  to  Choice  wooled  slaughter 
ewes  sold  from  $2.50-6.00  except  at  Ft.  Worth 
where  Cull  and  Utility  ewes  brought  $6.00-7.00.

$15.00-18.25;  Medium  and  Good  feeders  $14.00- 
16.75  with  same  grades  of  shorn  offerings  at 
$13.00-15.00.

Price  trends  were  unevenly 
steady  to  500  higher,  instances  $1.00  up,  with 
least  upturn  on  steers  over  1200#;  stocker  and 
feeder  sales  too  limited  for  price  test;  slaugh- 
ter lambs  weak  to  500  lower.

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WHOLESALE  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEWS 


NEW  YORK  -  Non-1 ocally  dressed:  Despite 
rather  narrow  outlet  for  pork  loins,  prices 
closed  higher  under  the  influence  of  reduced 
supplies  and  higher  replacement  costs.  Trad- 
ing was  fairly  active  for  steer  beef,  lamb, 
Choice  and  Prime  veal  and  bulk  pork  cuts.  De- 
mand was  only  fair  for  cow  beef  and  calf  along 
with  Standard  and  Good  veal  carcasses.  Prime 
steer  beef  supply  was  small,  while  Good  and 
Choice  were  shown  in  moderate  to  near  normal 
volume.  Supplies  of  other  railstocks  and  pork 
were  generally  moderate.  Compared  with  Fri- 
day, the  week  previous:  Steer  beef  carcass 
prices  mainly  50£-$1.00  higher;  cow  beef 
steady  to  weakj  calf  largely  steady,  instances 
$2.00  lower;  veal  steady  to  $1.00  higher;  lamb 
steady  to  $1.00  up,  the  advance  on  Choice  35- 
45#  carcasses;  pork  loins  $3.00-4.00  up;  Bos- 
ton butts  and  spareribs  $1.00  lower;  skinned 
hams  $2.00-3.00  higher. 

Locally  dressed:  Trading  was  fairly 
active  for  selected  small  lots  of  high-Choice 
and  Prime  kosher  steer  beef,  veal  and  lamb, 
but  bulk  kosher  meats  sold  slowly.  Demand  was 
good  for  traefer  steer  beef,  lamb  and  pork  cuts 
other  than  loins  but  poor  for  bulk  veal  and 
calf.  Early  trading  was  slow  on  pork  loins, 
but  fairly  active  late  and  clearances  were 
fairly  complete.  Production  of  railstocks  and 
pork  was  moderate  to  near  normal.  Prime  steer 
hindquarters  sold  strong  to  $1.00  higher, 
Choice  steady;  Choice  and  Prime  ribs  $2.00 
higher;  arm  chucks  steady.  Veal  and  calf  hind- 
saddles  were  unchanged;  lamb  carcass  prices 
held  steady;  pork  loins  $3.00-4.00  higher. 
Prices  on  kosher  steer  forequarters  were  large- 
ly steady  except  50#-$1.00  higher  on  selected 
lots;  kosher  veal  and  calf  steady;  kosher 
lamb  prices  $1.00  lower. 

CHICAGO  -  Fresh  meat  supplies  were  gener- 
ally normal  for  the  Thanksgiving  week.  Good 
and  Choice  grades  again  predominated  in  the 
beef  supply.  Most  lamb  carcasses  weighed  55- 
65#.  Outlet  for  primal  beef  cuts  was  rather 
poor  for  immediate  use,  however,  a  good  demand 
prevailed  for  product  to  be  delivered  after  the 
holiday  and  prices  advanced,  this  a  bullish 
factor  in  the  carcass  market.  Trading  on  veal 
was  dull.  Moderate  demand  prevailed  for  car- 
cass lamb  and  prices  advanced  for  the  first 
time  in  nearly  two  months.  Moderately  active 
fresh  pork  trade  locally  and  shipping  outlets 
were  good  through  Tuesday.  Sharply  lower 
pork  loin  prices  Wednesday  more  than  offset 
early  upturns  and  weakness  prevailing  at  the 
close.  Compared  to  the  previous  Friday:  Steer 
and  heifer  beef  50^-$1.00  higher;  cow  beef 
steady  to  50£  higher;  veal  weak;  lamb  $1.00-

Boston  butts  $1.00  lower;  spareribs  steady  to 
50tf  lower.

PACIFIC  COAST  -  Volume  of  Choice  steer 
beef  under  650#  at  Los  Angeles  and  under  750# 
at  San  Francisco  fell  a  little  short  of  trade 
requirements,  otherwise  the  supply  of  steer 
and  cow  beef  was  rather  liberal.    Calf  and 
veal  receipts  moderate  but  ample;  lamb  was 
liberal  with  some  carcasses  55#  up  carried 
over  at  San  Francisco;  pork  supplies  about 
normal.

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TERMS   USED    IN   LIVESTOCK  MARKET   NEWS   REPORTS    - 
AND   THEIR   MEANING 


SUPPLY  refers  to  quantity  available  for  the  cur- 
rent day's  market,  and  includes  the  day's  re- 
ceipts plus  any  carry-over  from  previous  days. 
The  terms  larger  or  smaller  are  used  to  describe 
the  supply  if  figures  are  not  available.  The 
consist  of  the  supply  is  described  when  signifi- 
cant, giving  information  as  to  the  class,  grade, 
or  weight  selections  which  predominate  or  are 
unusually  scarce. 


DEMAND  is  the  desire  to  possess  a  commodity, 
coupled  with  the  willingness  and  ability  to  buy. 
Demand  is  referred  to  as  good  when  buyers  are 
seeking  supplies  more  urgently  than  normal  for 
the  particular  market  concerned,  and  when  an 
opposite  situation  prevails,  demand  is  referred 
to  as  poor. 


Good  demand  is  generally  present  when: 

(1)  larger  supplies  are  bringing  unchanged 
to  higher  prices; 

(2)  large  increases  in  supplies  are  selling 
at  unchanged  prices. 

Poor    demand   is    usually   present   when: 

(1)  smaller  supplies  are  selling  at  unchanged 
or  lower  prices; 

(2)  large  decreases  in  supplies  are  selling 
at  unchanged  to  slightly  higher  prices. 


Trading  moderately  active  means  that  sales 
are  being  made  at  a  normal  pace  for  the  par- 
ticular market. 

Trading  slow  means  that  sales  are  being  made 
at  a  slowerpace  than  normal  for  the  particular 
market. 

PRICES  used  in  reports  are  specific  dollars  and 
cents  per  hundredweight  paid  for  a  given  grade 
and  weight  selection. 

PRICE  TREND  refers  to  the  direction  prices  are 
moving  in  relation  to  prices  paid  in  the  pre- 
vious trading  session.  Trend  is  described  as: 

Higher  -  when  prices  for  bulk  of  sales  are 
measurably  higher  than  in  previous  period 
reported  on. 

Strong    -    when   there   is   a  definite   but  not 
measurable  leaning  toward  an  upward  price 
change. 

Steady  -  when  prices  have  not  changed  from 
previous  period. 

Weak  -  when  there  is  a  definite  but  not  mea- 
surable leaning  toward  lower  change. 

Lower  -  when  prices  for  bulk  of  sales  are 
measurably  lower  than  in  the  previous  trad- 
ing period. 


TRADING    ACTIVITY    is    the    relative   pace   at 
which  sales  are  being  made. 
Trading    active    means   that   sales   are  being 
made   at  a  more  rapid  pace  than  normal  for 
the  particular  market  concerned. 


CLEARANCE  indicates  how  well  supplies  are 
taken.  Complete  clearance  means  that  all  of- 
ferings have  been  sold.  Incomplete  clearance 
may  be  measured  numerically  in  number  of 
head,  or  in  the  proportion  of  the  supply  un- 
sold at  the  close  of  trading.
